THIS is the Differtation mentiond by wus in the 
foregoing Journal , when we gave an Account of the Od- 
fereations of M. Moreau de Mautour, Ic was read in the 
laft Publick Affembly of the Royal Academy of Infcri- 
ptions and Medals, and had then all the Succefs and 
Approbation, that can be expected from a great Proba- 
bility in a Work of this Nature : The Author of the 04- 
fervations is the only Perfon, who does not commend 
it. That Piece was written by M. Baudelot , Famous 
for the Richnefs of his Cabinet , and whofe great Skill 
in Antiquities is fo well known , that his bare Name 
would bea fufficient Commendation of the Works of 
that Kind publifhed by him. However , to deal with all 
Manner of. Impartiality , and to enable the Readers to 
judge rightly of that Piece, we fhall give an Extract of it 
with the fame Faithfulnefs which we obferved with Re- 
{peét to M. de Mautour : Which will be the more eafy, be- 
caufe M. Baudelot’s Diflertation is written very methodi- 
cilly, and divided into feveral Articles, with a thort Sum- 
mary prefixed to each of them. = 

We fhall not repeat what concerns the Defcription of 
the Stones, nor the Manner how they were found, What 


M. Bawaclot fays upon thofe two Heads agrees well enough 


with the Account of his Collegue , abating fome Di 
rences, of which we fhall take notice, when there is Oc 
cafion for it. ‘The Readers will eafily perceive thofe Dif- 
ferences, by the Sight of the Figures engraved in the 
Two Differtations, The Author believes, that the Wall 
of which rhofe Sténes made a Part, is one of thofe of the 
Ancient Church ‘of Paris, whereof thé firft’ Foundations 
were laid, not in the Year 1522. as Dubrenil'fays; but to- 
wards the end of the Reign of Childebirt [. who died in 
$58, or 559. That Rpt may be proved by the Bas-Res 
lief in gueftion, which are cértainly the Ruins of fome 
onument of Idolatry. But it was only about the Year 
554. that that Prince put out a Proclamation, importing, 
thar all fuch Monuments fhould be deftroyed ; and be- 
caufe the Point of the Ifle, on which thé Cathedral ftands, 
was then full of Trees, it is not to be doubted but thar 
the Ancient Gauls, who uerenee fuch Places for their Su- 

perftitious Worfhip, appli¢d thisto the fame ufe. — 
M. Baudelor judges by the terminafed Figure of thoft 
Stones, by their Infcriptions , and che Bas-Reliefs with 
which they are adorned, that they were fo many Altars 
of the idolatrous Gax/s, and thar they are almoft of the 
fame Age. He applies himfelf particularly to defcribe 
one of rhofe Stones, the Infcription whereof, which wholé 
ly takes up one of its Sides, thews (as he thinks) nor on: 
ly the Defign of that Altar, but alfo the Time when it 
was fet up. He reads and renders it thus : =

He pretends that thefe Words Tiberio Cafare Aug af, 
cannot be rendred , im she titme of Tiberius Calar Augu Mt» 
without offending againft the Genjus of the Lesin Tongue 
and the Style of Inicriptions ; and that this firft Part o 
the Infcription contains the Reafon why that Monumen 
was erected, viz. To give thanks co Jupiter , becaufe Tis 
berius had been pleafed to accept the, Title of Aiugufiie. 
The Proofs on which he grounds his Conjettute, are ca-

VIL, Aiigurate , that is, To Tiberius CafarySon of 
the Divine Augtfius, Imperator the Sevenih time, and con{e- 
crated with the ifs? Ceremotites , defign'd to render Mew and 
Places Auguft. The Author enlarges upon thofe Proofs, 

which feem to give his Syftem all the Probability , chat 
can be defired in Things of this Nature. 

As for thofe who erefted that Altar, and who cell 
themfelves Nautz in the Infcription, they ought not to be 
confounded (¢ fays M. Baudelor ) with the meaneft fort of 
People, fuch as our Watermen are now. They were ge- 
nerally rich and emiltent Traders, who had peg 
zes carried as well upon their own Accountas for others : 
Which hé endeavotirs to prove by fome Infcriptions. 

The Learned Author proceeds to the Explication of the 
Three other Sides of that firft Scone, or Altar, as he calls 
it. He fuppofes, in the firft place , that it was an ufual 
thing among the Heathens to reprefent about their new 

Itars thofe Events, which had fome Relation with that 

onfecration ; from wherice he infers rhat che Bas-Reliefs 
of this Alear reprefent a religious Ceremony performed 
upon that Occafion ; and that Ceremony appears to him 
akind of Proceffion. He is the more willing to believe 
it, becaufe the Figures of thofe Bas-Reliefs are fo turned, 
that one would think they all go to the left fide ; which is 

-very Side to which the Gaués affected to turn in their 
Réligious Cerenionies ; Whersuyee the Author quotes 
Pliny and Lucan. He thinks the fide is that, on which 
one may fee in his Stamp fix Figures unermed , fome of 
which are crowned, They are (in his Opinion) the Mi- 
thifters of the Sacrifices , the Bards who fung the Hymns, 
and perhaps fome Druids, The next Bas-Relief (fays he) 
refents the chief Perfons who confecrated that Monu- 
ment ; and their: Look, their Beards, their Drefs, and 
their Arms thew them to be Gauls. M. Beudelos is very 
particular in defcribing all Circumftances ; and his 
vait Erudition affords him a great Number of Authorities 
go jultify what fie advances, and to prevent Objections.

pated on Occafion of that Feaft, by receiving a Spear 
pl — ; for peor tes to Taditus, if ws in that 
r young ‘began to enjoy the Privileges 
of grown Men. _ As for the a Lalctiptiorts Eurifes =e 
Senani, Upon thofe Bas-Reliefs, M. Baudelot owns that they 
appear to him very obfcure ; neverthelefs,. he difplays up- 
on this Head fomne Celsick Erudition out of Father Maunoir, 
Father Pezren, and fome others. 

Our Learned Antiquaty does not much enlarge upon 
the oy ny of che Stone of the Second Altar, and 
upon their Infcriptions , excepting that which contains 
ehefe Words , Tarver Trigsranus, He believes that Tarx, 
Tri and Geran, are Three Celsick Words, which fignify 2 
a Ra by aoe ian ay ( fays eae cine we 
“* Jearn by now nothing in Mytho , that can 
“ help us to explainit. The eighbouring ees is the 
“ of Courage : Shall we fay thar the Cranes and 
“ the Bull are Symbols of Boldnefs and Valour, in the 
** Opinion of the Perfon who confecrated the Altar ; 
** and that they had fome Relation with his Adventures”? 
M. Beudelet coricludes his Conjefures upon this Head 
with this Obfe 3, That the Aricient Celre had the 
Figure of a Bull in théit Military Enfigns , and_ufed to 

them in their Groves, which were their Temples, 
whence they ferch’d them when they went to the 
War. This Particular is to be found in Tacitw. 


‘The Author proceeds to the Third Altar, and dechares 
that he hay but fictle co fay upon its And thérefore te 
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only dwells upon the Horned Figure with this Infeript;- 
ony Cerdunnes, which makes the greateft Difficuiry rf 
is¥éry siluch inclined to believe , that this Figure _ ‘ 
fents the God Pan, fuch as he was worfhipp'd by the G a 
who, befides the Hofns of a Ram, gave him aifo thofe * 
a Buck ; for M. Bawdeloe diftinguifhes Four Horns in aa 
Bas-relief, As for the Word Cernumés, which he a 
be the Name of thac Deity, he do@s\ner derive 
the Celtick Word Cern, a Horn, but fronvrhede two 
in the fame Language , Ker or Quer, which fignifies p 
only a City, a Country, but allo, dear, amiable, beunt;f, 7 
and from Nimnos , or Nownos, a Word which in the ie : 
tuleries, in a Canon of the Council of 4ix-la-Cha + 
held in 816. in the Rule of St. Bemedi#, and ina Cor : 
mentary upon the Pfalms aicribed to 4rnobins , is taken

He only makes fome few Remarks upon the Ras-reliefy 
that have nothing Hiftorical inthem. ‘Thofe Remarks 
concern the Air of thofe Figures; the Nudity of fome 
the Weapons and Bracelets of others, dc. and thew that 
M, Baudelot knows, how to treat the dricft and moft bar. 
ren Subje&ts with great Erudition.

There is in the fame Library a very fine Chi Spa-

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there is no other Copy of that DiGionary extant. The 
Readers will not be diipleafed to find here an Account of 
that Work and of the Author. Francis Diaz a Spaniard 
was a very laborious Man, as it appears from this Diétio- 
nary, and wholly taken up with the Thoughts of con- 
verting the Chine. Béing in the Ifle of ‘Formofa in the 
Year 1642. he fer out from thence for China with Francif- 
66 Fermandez de Capilas, a Monk of the fame Order. The 
Deminicon and Francifcan Miffionaties were foon after ¢x- 
pelied from China , and Father de Capilas was condemned 
20 Death by the Chinefe, During that Perfecution, Father 
Diaz ind John Garcias, another Dominican Monk, conceal- 
ed themfelves among the Chinefe newly converted to Chri- 
ftianicy. It was then that Father Diaz compofed his Di- 
étionary. He was kill'd by a Chinefe in the Year 1648. 
fix Years after his Afrival in Chine. 

One may very well wonder, that Father Diaz fhould 
have been able to learn the Language of that Country to 
fuch a Degree of Perfetion in fo fhort a time. But M. 
dela Croxe obferves, 1; That the Chinefe is not fo difficult 
as "tis generally believed: (See the Margin # ) 2. That 
Lather Diaz had doubtlefs ‘made a long Stay in the Philip- 
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pine Wlands , where there are many Chinefe , of whom the 
Miffionaries ufe to learn the firft Principles of the Lan- 
guage of China before they remove into that Countrey. 
he Di€ionary of Father Diaz is a vaft Work, eonfift. 
ing of Five hundred ninety eight Pages, divided into 
Three Columns : It contains above a Hundréd fixty feven 
thoufand Obinefe Words, in an Alphabetical Order, with 
Raropean Letters added co them. The Chinefe Characters 
are much finer and neater than thofe, that are to be feén in 
Books printed in China. As for the Spanifh Words, they 
ate alfo very neatly written, and inferted under the c);. 
nefe. M. dela Croze fays, this Work cannot be fuffici. 
ently admired but by thofe who Have feenit. Here fo}.

Ic imports, That 
when a Viorious Star fhall appear over Spain, the World shall 
fee the Fall of a Great Houfe in the North. ) 

Some Men take hold of any Opportunity to fet up for 
Prophets. A Stone, that was found in Sweden, full of 
Figures and Charaéters hard to be explained, has very 
much exercifed the Divining Faculty of fome Raw Pro- 
phets.. Tis a long and black Stone : The Characters and 
the Figures are white. The Number XII is to be feen 
upon that Stone ; a Lion above that Number, and under 
it an Arm fhewing an Eagle’s Head without a Bill and a 
Neck; and a wild Bull ftanding upon its Hind. feet : The 
Number XI, appears upon the Bull’s Thigh, and lower 
XII. C. Atthe Bottom of the Stone there is a Head with 
a bloody Face ; and near it a Crown, a Sword and a Crofs. 
On the other Side of the Stone, there isa Monk, and one 
may fee his Cowl.

The Figures of that Stone have been look’d upon as 
Prophetical Enigms by fome Vifionaries. Fhey found a 
great Affinity between rhofe Figures and the Allegorical 
Predi&tions of Paul Grebners, Eric Lelius and Paracelfus, 
and applied them to the Battel of Pulsouws.- The follow- 
ing Qeatrain of Nefradamus is alfo quoted as an Oracle 
againit the Mufcovites.
